The applicant argues that the related application 10/389,456 provides support for the as-claimed epitaxial growth on the basis that CVD 
is inherently an epitaxial process and, accordingly, Ohnishi et al. does not qualify as prior art. However, this is an erroneous conclusion 
because CVD is more encompassing than just epitaxial processes. For example, see Wolf and Tauber at page 125, second full 
paragraph, first sentence, where they state: "epitaxial deposition is a chemical vapor deposition process", which implies that there are 
other types of CVD processes. Further, the 10/389,456 application indicates that layer 126 can be an amorphous layer or a non- 
amorphous layer, but does not indicate that it can be a single crystal material, which is a characteristic of epitaxial growth (see Wolf and 
Tauber at page 124, first sentence). 

Regarding the prior art of Witek et al., the applicant argues that TEOS is not inherently amorphous. Wolf and Tauber at page 183, first 
full paragraph, first sentence is submitted as evidence to show that CVD deposited silicon dioxide is indeed amorphous, including CVD 
processes that use TEOS as a source material (also see Table 2).
